Thus, 
“Can  you  go  with  mef"  would  be 
“Cagnn  yougou  gc*go  wigith  liicgei 
The  Winchester  boys  call  this  tlie  ”£q>li’ 
language,  and  it  is  probably  of  consider- 
able  antiquity.  Lie  Quineey  ieani»*d  it  in 
his  youth,  and  Dr.  \\  ilkins  in  his  \u  rk 
describes  it  as  a  well  known  device  for 
making  a  conversation  secret.

Two  secret  dialects  are  employed  by 
the  London  cadgers,  and  only  long  prac¬ 
tice  can  make  them  intelligible  to  one 
who  has  not  been  born  and  bred  in  the 
precinct  of  St.  Giles.  T  lie  tirst  of  these 
called  ‘‘Back  Slang,”  aud  consists 
theoretically  in  spelling  backward  the 
priucijial  words  in  a  sentence.  But  as 
the  orthograDhical  notions  of  the  average 
cadger  are,  to  say  the  least,  eccentric; 
and  as  many  of  the  words  which  were 
originally  formed  in  this  way  have  l»een 
greatly  altered  in  use,  the  vocabulary  of 
a  cadger  is  practically  a  new  language, 
uncouth  and  unintelligible  to  all  except 
his  own  comjiainons.  l’or  instance, 
penny  in  back  slang  is  yeuep;  a  pint  is 
tenip,  Damesclop  means  a  policeman,  and 
gennet  ten  shillings. 

The  other  dialect  spoken  by  (be  I 
vagabonds  of  London  is  known  as  the 
rhyming  .slang,  which  is  described  by 
an  Epglish  writer  os  “the  stibsiuu'.ion 
of  words  and  sentence  whit  h  rhyme  w  itii 
other  words  intended  tp  -be  kept  set  ret. 
It  transforms  into  a  rough  sjccchtho 
various  odds  and  ends  of  old 
balla<is  and  street  nicknames  which  are 
suitable  to  the  puri>ose.M  Tl,  •  same 
authoT  gives  a  list  of  examples.  Tim 
frog  and  toad  means  “the  road;"  linge 
and  thumb  means  “nihi;”e..i  I'lrnuusO 
‘a  house."  and  I’m  afloat  “a  I  o:,t." 

Back  slang  plays  an  important  j  art  in 
the  lower  forms  of  French  argot,  in  tho 
peculiar  slang  spoken  l\v  Spam-h  to 
and  called  germania;  in  tne  (in  man 
rothwelsch  and  in  the  Italian  ltiricsco. 
In  fact  the  author  of  a  slang  dictionary, 
published  in  I^ondan  in  I'oti,  shows  that 
the  same  principle  runs  through  the  jar¬ 
gon  of  the  Bazeegars,  <>r  wandering  jug¬ 
glers  in  Hindustan,  and  cites  a  number 
of  interesting  examples  to  prove  it.— 11.
